U.S. Blasts 
Soviet Plot 
On Congo

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
~The United States accused the 
Soviet Union Thursday of conduct- 
ing a campaign of smear and 
slander against the United Nations 
in order to cover up a plot to turn 
the Congo into a Red satellite. 


In addition the United States 
called on the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil to approve a résolution that 
would give full support to Secre- 
tary-General Dag Hammarskjold 
—now embroiled in a bitter quar- 
rel with the Soviet Union over his 
Congo policies. 


The Soviet Union countered with 
a resolution calling for withdraw- 
al of the entire U.N. Command 
from the Congo—but not the 16,- 
000-man U.N. force itself. It asked

NEW YORK — Premier Fidel 
Castro will arrive in New York 
Sunday but has not yet found a 
place to stay. 


“No Vacancy” for the bearded 
leader of the Cuban Revolution 
has been the attitude at most 
major hotels here, according to 
Cuban sources. 


A hotel that had accepted the 
Cuban delegation to next week's 
session of the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly canceled the reser- 
vation when it learned that Castro 
and a number of aides also were 
coming. It said it had no addi- 
tional rooms to accommodate the 
larger party. 


Castro expects to spend about 
ten days at the United Nations,

Provocative and Proper 


Gen. de Gaulle’s suggestion that 
NATO be expanded into a positive force 
operating in other areas of the world 
where the North Atlantic community has 
an interest is provocative—and proper. 

If there is to be a “new” NATO, we 
hope that some of the inadequacies of the 
“old” one won't be perpetuated. We 
hope, for example, that most of the con- 
tinental members of the organization will 
spend more than 4 per cent of their gross 
national products on defense as they now 
do. (England ‘spends 8 per cent; the 
United States, about 10.) 

We hope that the six nations (not 
counting the United States) that now 
provide the central “shield” will furnish 
more than 15 divisions out of a total pop- 
ulation of 170 million (as opposed to Rus- 
sia’s 208 million people and 170 divisions). 

We hope that de Gaulle’s France will 
find a way to solve its peculiar problem 
in Algeria, which has drained off French 
strength from NATO needs.

WASHINGTON—Both parties are grappling 
quietly but fiercely, in what has thus far been 
largely an underground struggle, over what both 


now know may become an important “‘sleeper’’ in the presidential 


campaign—Castro's Cuba.

Police said their investigation 
of the Wednesday night incident 
was continuing. 


Alexander Capps, 18, one of four 
white men involved, said that the 
whites were riding in a car when 
a bottle smashed against the car. 
Three of the car’s occupants got 
out to investigate and they were 
attacked by a group of Negro 
youths wielding bottles, clubs and 
boards, Capps said. 


He said Jerry ‘Dean Dickson, 
24, was struck with a board and 
felled immediately. Dickson died 
of a broken neck. 


Another white man, Archie 
Parker, 20, a service station at- 
tendant, suffered concussion and 
was hospitalized. His condition 
was satisfactory. Robert A. Thom- 
as, 26, and Capps were unharmed. 
Capps said he did not get out of 
the car. 


Police arrested Bruce Harris, 
20, Calvin White, 17, Louie Evans, 
20, and Jack Crawford, 19, all 
Negroes, and held them on mur- 
der charges.

In Field of Science

PARIS (WNS)—Marguerite Perey, the nuclear 
scientist rated by many the greatest of her sex since 
Madame Curie, thinks the increased hazards of mod- 


ern science ought to lead 


girls to seek careers in it. 
“Science requires, more than 


ever, physically and morally 


courageous practitioners,”” she 
explained. “If one possesses 
these qualities, sex is no handi- 
cap. There was, when I began, 
widespread prejudice against 
women in science. But it has be- 
come less and less. Other qués- 
tions have grown to such over- 
whelming i that now 
it is only individual qualities 
which count.” 


The physical dangers must be 
accepted, Professor Perey 
thinks, as simply part of the 
risk involved in living. She her- 
self, she continued, has no in- 
tention of allowing a “minor 
indisposition” to interfere with 
her own work as a researcher. 

The “indisposition’”’ are se- 
vere radioactive burns which 
finally have hospitalized her 
and led to the amputation of a 
finger. Her physicians hope the 
rest of her hand can be saved. 


The mishap occurred at the 
University of Strasbourg where 
she is professor of nuclear 
chemistry, a post created es- 
pecially for her. The appoint- 
ment crowned a career which 
has spread across most of the 
era of atomic physics from its 
earliest beginnings. Professor 
Perey, slender and black-haired, 
is still only in her fifties. 

She has collaborated with 


more than rather fewer 


most of the great nuclear scien- 
tists, and her first and greatest 
teacher was Madame Curie. 


“At 20, I became an assistant 
in Madam Curie’s laboratory,” 
she recalled. “She taught me 
two things: precision and dar- 
ing. Few male scientists have 
been as audacious in their think- 
ing as she. was never 
afraid to follow where her con- 
clusions led her. Mistakes did 
not disturb her since they were 
simply means of eventually 
coming upon the right thing.” 


Professor Perey rates her il- 
lustrious mentor as one of the 
two most remarkable women 
she has known. The other: her 
own mother who, widowed by 
the first World War, succesful- 
ly raised five children. 


Her greatest claim to fame 
is the isolation of the eighty- 
seventh chemical element. The 
element had been assumed but 
never disclosed in its pure state. 
Professor Perey carried out suc- 
cesful experiments to isolate 
the element named “‘Francium” 
for her native land, in 1939. 


She was following remarkably 
closely in the footsteps of 
Madame Curie who, after the 
discovery of radium in collab- 
oration with her husband, iso- 
lated the element polonium 
which she named in honor of 
her birth-place, Poland.

With 
seven cashable tricks declarer de- 
cided to try for his eighth by 
way .of. the diamond finesse, 
though in view of East's overcall 
the prespect for success was not 
bright. East won with the king 
and cashed his two established 
spades though his partner found 
this procedure anything but pleas- 
ant, At the tenth trick West, hold- 
ing king-queen of hearts and jack- 
18 of diamonds, had to reduce to 
three cards and found it impossi- 
bie to do so safely. Dummy re- 
taining the ace-jack of hearts and 
aee-nine of diamonds merely wait- 
ef for West's discard. 


East had the opportunity to 
produce a post-graduate play aft- | 
ef winning with the king of dia- 
monds. He had in plain view five 
tricks. If a sixth were available, 
partner would have to produce a 
stopper in both hearts and dia- 
monds. By failing to cash his 
last spade, East could permit 
partner to hold on to both stop- 
pers.
